• DEP application for Phragmites Sign update – Tara Zabrosky spoke to a 
Monmouth County Engineer as well as Ken Thoman and determined the 
following: 
1. The sign wouldn’t necessarily be a regulated issue, what would be an issue is 

putting it on County Parks Property. That would need to be reviewed by the 
Board of Recreation Commissioners and it would probably be questioned. 
Millstone Resident Pat Butch is on the County Board – Rene Peerboom to 
follow-up with Pat Butch as to next steps. 

2. Block 30 Lot 5, Smith property, looks like it has significant Phragmites and 
would be partially an upland site. With permission from the owner could that 
serve the function of showing the efforts of the club and get some treatment 
(mowing) applied? Rene Peerboom to follow-up with the Smith Family as to 
this possibility 
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3. In order to do the Phragmites cutting on the County Parks Property we would 
need to proceed with the Freshwater Wetlands General Permit Authorization 
Application. The Township would need to fill out the permit and the County 
has to be the co-applicant.
